DEATH TAKES A HOLIDAY jn South Africa in 1951 proves that death sometimes 
looks the other way. He was driving merrily along a cliff road when his car skid- 
ded, smashed through a protecting fence and dived over the precipice. When he 
regained his senses he found himself staring at the sea more than 1 00 feet below. 
The car was hugging the side of the cliff, facing downward and swaying gently. 
With great caution, the driver climbed into the back seat and eased himself up and 
over the cliffside to the safety of the road. He looked down and sow what had 
happened • a heavy, aged thorn tree was hooked into the rear axle, holding the 
auto like a giant finger of fote. 

The cover of a book made oil the difference in the world be- 
tween life and death for a U. S. Army private of San Angelo, 
Texas. While driving a jeep in Korea, he was struck in the 
chest by a piece of shrapnel from on enemy artillery shell 
which had exploded fifteen feet away.

He had rested 
securely in the track bed as the train whooshed over him. His injuries? One broken 
leg * coused by the auto accident, not the train.
